And Descendants 


Captain Francis Cunningham! Francis Cunningham came from the Carolina's to Louisville, KY. and on to 
New Orleans, LA. and finally settled in the Mississippi Territory in what became Jackson Co. Mississippi. 


It is known that Francis was a Ship Captain. He came to the Gulf Coast by way of New Orleans, LA. 
because of the access to water and being captain of a ship. 


According to the family record that I am using states the following. Francis Cunningham father died in 
Portugal while fighting Napoleon under the Duke of Wellington. His mother, who was of noble birth, was 
stranded and mentally ill from worry, by the time he sailed his ship to Portugal to bring her back to his 
home on Cunningham's Bluff. Here he built a stockade shelter and kept her there until her death, which 
was the custom at the time. She was treated kindly but confined. 


Francis married 7 March, 1814 to CatherineCumbest. She was born 1797 in Florida Territory and the 
daughter of Simon and Maria Eva Kop Cumbest. 


It is not known when Francis died, but he died prior to 1847 when Catherine was married to Willis Page. 
This reference was taken from documents (heirs of Simon Cumbest). 


The 1850 Census of Jackson County list Catherine as being a Cunningham and not using the Page 
surname. She is listed as household # 121 and living in the house with her are her two youngest children.

Frank Antonio Cunningham was born the fifth child of Local architect and builder John B. 
Cunningham and his wife Mollie in . Frank and his brother Jesse were natural musicians 
inherited from their grandfather Justice of the Peace, Marshal, and one time a Jackson County 
Game Warden, J. J. Cunningham. 

Frank played the guitar and other instruments and sang Country Music. He preformed in 
Nashville and had his own radio show in Tuscaloosa Alabama in the 30’s and 40’’s. He ended 
up in several movies in the 50’s : “ Jesse James’s Women” and “Natchez Trace” Playing 
“Nobby” a post rider of 1830’s. Also in the movie was Zachary Scott and the wrestler Mario 
Galento. 

Frank was a house builder also, building a number of houses all the way down Beardslee Street 
until he built the house on the very end of the street. The last house he built was on Lake View 
on Beardslee Lake. Maybe he was drawn to Beardslee Lake because the original name was 
Cumbest Lake as His ancestor Simon Cumbest owned most of what is now know as Moss Point 
per Spanish Land Grant 1799 until it was sold by his children. 

Also Frank had two brothers who played baseball for the Moss Point League, Bobby 
Cunningham and Johnny Cunningham. Johnny went on to play Minor League Mobile Bears out 
of Mobile AL.
